Speaking of Mr. PetriJlo, the 


American Federation of Musicians 
has made news without his assist- 
ance. That was thiough the rul- 
ing of New York Local S02 that 
Shakespeare's "The Tempest" is a 
musical comedy, because it has in- 
cidental music and about a half- 
minute of singing in its present 
Broadway production. 


Because of this ruling, the play's 


producers must now employ 16 
musicians in the pit at 592 a week, 
instead of 12 musicians at 565. 
That adds $692 to the producers' 
weekly overhead. But we still 
think that they're the winner, and 
that they probably ought to drop 
Local 802 a note of thanks. 


For the union's decision will put 


the play in a new light for most 
of us. Of course, there are some 
who claim that "The Tempest" is 
Shakespeare's greatest play. But 
they're the highbrow minority 
who like their Shakespeare in the 
library, not on the stage, and who 
don't mean a nickel at the box of- 
fice.But there must be thousands of 
us who suffered exposure to "The 
Tempest" in school, and who sur- 
vived it with the feeling- that here 
was probably as dull a dish of 
mystic double-talk as ever was en- 
tombed among the classics. And 
if we chanced upon the average 
stage performance of the "com- 
edy," our feeling was doubled—in 
spades. 


Now a. little smart showmanship 


might change 
all 
that: "The 


Tempest . . - scintillating . . . 
sparkling . . . the gayest musical 
on Broadway. Music by David 
Diamond. Book & Lyrics by W. 
Shakespeare."

for the use of forces to prevent 
future wars, but also any matter 
relating 
to the 
regulation 
oi 


armaments and even for a de- 
cision, as to whether a controversy 
is a breach of the peace. 


Jf any one of the big five na- 


tions oojccts, the whole peace deal 
is off. Each nation then decides 
for itself what it wants to do, with 
whom to ally, whom to fight. 


This then is not a" security 


pact," as it is being called, be- 
cause it does 
not 
pretend 
to 


guarantee security. It does not 
assume to prevent future wars 
except small ones, provisions for 
big ones being fully reserved. In 
truth, it is specifically not even a 
disarmament agreement.

ment to consider

association which is not a league.

Roosevelt, in his speech on 


Livadia, 
acutely described 
the 


deal there as proposing to bring 
as much democracy " as possible" 
to Europe with elections as soon 
"as possible."

ment as was possible to bring as 
much security, peace and disarma- 
ment as will be possible.

Indeed, the whole Livadia ar- 


rangement' (Poland, reparations, 
etc.) 
Is basically the announced, 


known Russian position, with non- 
critical moderations (such as elec- 
tions). 
This then represents a 


strong departure in Roosevelt pol- 
icy, 
forced 
by Russia, but 
the 


changes we have made makes it 
more popular in the senate. 


Officialdom itself is now proud- 


ly proclaiming that it will enable 
us to veto any Russian or Euro- 
pean military action against South 
America, and protect the Monroe 
doctrine—and it will. Yet it will 
still allow an American represen- 
tative to declare war without con- 
sent of congress, in cases in which 
the eleven council members are 
unanimous in disputes involving 
small nations. 


Thus Russia and Britain could 


go into South America aggressive- 
ly, unless he vetoed it. His powers 
in this and other respects will 
surely be hedged by congress. 


This settles no existing interna- 


tional political p r o b l e m s but 
throws all into the field for fu- 
ture controversy in the council. 
To take up any of these questions, 
a majority of 7 of the 11 council 
members is required, nearly two- 
thirds.

As six representatives will ro- 


tatingly represent small nations, 
any one of the big five, joining 
with the smaller nations can force 
consideration of a controversy, but 
cannot do more because any other 
one of the big five can prevent a 
decision. 


Mr. R. must be counting heavily 


on the mere airing of world con- 
troversies to do some good, but 
this did not work in the League 
(Manchukuo, Ethiopia.) 


In the normal course of such 


provisions, the constant reappear- 
ance of opposing interests of the 
United States and Russia (already 
so vividly apparent in the nego- 
tiations) can hardly fail to become 
the primary world controversy. 


Pressure politics can hardly be 


abandoned, although it may be- 
come more subtle with little na- 
tions all tying in. secretly with 
each of the big five. There is not 
the slightest reason yet to expect 
Russia will open up her country 
from her isolationist position on 
armaments or to airplanes. 


She ducked out on the Chicago 


airplane agreement and has re- 
served veto rights on armaments. 
Apparently we and the British will 
live openly, with free air trans- 
port and public armament appro- 
priations. 


This situation, and indeed every 


phase of the plan, demand thor- 
ough public understanding and 
continuous future national alert- 
ness, in order that public opinion 
and propaganda may not foolish- 
ly lead us into a sense of false 
security in which we could not 
properly defend our rights and 
ideals.

The very designation "public" 


member reveals a serious fault in 
the spirit of government these 
days for all government officials 
should be "public" officials. That 
is to say they should be impartial 
and just. Yet we have "labor"' 
senators and congressmen and Bid- 
die, the attorney general, has an- 
nounced, in effect, that the Roose- 
velt government is a "labor" gov- 
ernment. 
That means that the 


Roosevelt government is partial to 
unions 
which 
are 
subordinate 


groups of his political party and in 
just that degree, is unfair to the 
rest of the nation. 


To be sure that is democracy 


majority rule. But it is not equal 
justice under law, 


Graham denounced Montgomery

not done. If Ward, in such a no- 
torious case, could be so abused, 
a mere Army officer, even a gen- 
eral, of whom we now have hun- 
dreds, would stand no chance in a 
guardhouse argument about his 
rights.

Examining the situation now, 


we find the Army enforcing an il- 
legal order to uphold a "policy" of 
a government which is admittedly 
partial to Ward's opponent in a 
case at law. The Army, too, has 
propaganda services whose duty is 
to justify the Army's position 
which m this case, 'violates a citi- 
zen's rights. 
The Army is, in 


practical effect, the client of its 
own propaganda specialists and 
obviously will suffer no criticism 
at their hands. It is theirs not to 
reason why but to do their stuff 
just as resolutely as though they 
were attacking Germans or Japs 
instead of an unoffending fellow 
citizen at home. The Army being 
no longer in a, "public" or impar- 
tial position, neither is its propa- 
ganda service. It is all arrayed, 
by orders, on the side of a litigant 
which happens to be a political 
ally of the commander-in-chief. 
- * " 


Meanwhile, officers have been 


accepted and promoted, who are 
sincerely partial to the president 
as a politician, to his party and 
to unions. Men of such sympathies 
would not, as civilians, even offer 
to serve in the "public" or im- 
partial capacity" in an issue be- 
tween a big- employer and a un- 
ion. With most of them "labor" or 
"unionism" is a cause, and they 
cannot be asked to renounce their 
deepest convictions. The most that 
can be asked is that they do not 
let 
their 
convictions 
influence 


their conduct as officers. But in 
the present situation, they are in 
the pleasant position of men whose 
convictions agree with their dut}'. 


All this is an abuse of the presi- 


dent's military- authority and a 
dangerous misuse of the Army. It 
is an evil precedent which, in a 
future case, could be invoked to 
mistreat with military force and 
a tremendous fire-power of propa- 
ganda any other center of resist- 
ance against a government "pol- 
icy." It puts the Army in a false 
position and imposes on its propa- 
ganda services the duty of defend- 
ing indefensible acts.

Fumbled by Nazis 


•\Yilh the U. S. First 
Army 


Across the Rhine. March 9 — (API 
_ Long columns of Americans 
were ploughing across the Rhine 
today— across to stay because the 
Germans blundered and gave up 
one of the least costly but yet 
one of the most important bridge- 
heads in military history. 


The Yanks grimly jogged into 


the 
bridgehead, 
despite 
the 


sporadic, menacing German artill- 
ery fire. 


Though the night masses 
of 


men and supplies moved over the 
crossin 
under the scattered Ger- 


man fire to meet the great counter- 
attacks which the 
Germans are 


certain to make unless they are 
ready to concede that the war is 
lost. 


The Germans fumbled. 
They 


were caught by surprise— caught 
flat-footed by this great gamble 
which has turned into a brilliant 
coup. 


There is rugged beauty at the 


site of this crossing— sheer bluffs 
and rolling green hills above the 
silver river. But that very rugged- 
ness could have made this cross- 
ing site all but impregnable, had 
the Germans been ready. The best 
they could muster was the inter- 
mittent artillery fire and this has 
been ineffective 
in halting Lt. 


Gen. 
Courtney H. Hodges' power 


plunge. 


The narrow and winding roads 


to the crossing were jammed with 
•military traffic. Patient infantry- 
men in jeeps travelled at snail's 
pace in drizzling 
rain. 
Military 


police sweated, shouted and swore 
at the traffic jams on every cross- 
road, hut the Doughboys* paid lit- 
tle attention. 


Tenseness in Elation 


These were tired and muddy men 


in mud-spattered vehicles. 
They 


joked bacuse all American soldiers 
joke in the shadow of danger. They 
knew they were going to cross the 
Rhine, and everyone wanted to 
be among the first, and they joked 
about this. But there was tense- 
ness in this" elation. 
They are 


certain the Germans still have a 
last effort in store and none ot 
these Americans want 
to get 


killed now, with victory so clearly 
in sight 


Even in such a historic event 


as the crossing of the Rhine, the 
iuftantrymen were resigned to the 
truth of that old Army 
adage:

(By Dr. Floyd L. Blewficld, Pastor 
of the First Methodist Church) 
The experience* of an increas- 


ing number of people of both the 
Catholic and Protestant faiths has 
proven beyond all doubt that there 
are real and immediate values re- 
lated to a strict and reasonable 
observance of that period of the 
church calendar known as Lent 
It seems both logical and desirable 
for our Christian people every- 
where to practice self-denial and 
self-restraint most vigorously dur- 
ing the period of the year that 
the church universal is observing 
the forty days of passion in the 
life of our Lord just prior to his 
crucifixion. However, if all of our 
self-denial and all of our self-dis- 
cipline in the interest of the things 
of God and the Church are con- 
fined to the Lenten season only, 
we lose a large part of the real 
purpose of Lent. 


One of four of my sons-in-law in 


the armed forces of the U. S. is in 
that difficult and hard fighting 
branch of the service familiarly 
known as the infantry. During his 
basic training and maneuvering 
experiences he was required to 
toughen his physical and mental 
powers of endurance to what seems 
to most of us an impossible extent. 
For instance, he had to learn to 
sleep standing upon his feet with 
only a tree or post for support. He 
finally got to where he could actu- 
ally sleep for several hours in this 
seemingly impossible position. 
Was this done to help him better 
appreciate a soft bed when he got 
back to the camp or when he went 
home on leave? 
Of course not! 


It was done to better prepare him 
for the fight that he is now in over 
in Europe. 


Just so it is in relation to the 


observance, of Lent as a season of 
strict self-denial and self-disci- 
pline. It is not to help us appre- 
ciate better a selfish and easy life 
immediately following Lent. It is 
rather, to prepare us better for the 
strain upon our Christian charac- 
ter that we must face in the days 
ahead; days that are sure to ex- 
tend far beyond the Lenten season 
of 1945.' 


God grant that as Christians of 


all faiths we will observe Lent this 
year for what it will mean to us 
when later we face the severe 
tests of the battlefield in our war 
against sin, the flesh and the devil.

'Work or Fighters' 


Enjoy Music With 


Camp Ellis Meals 


Inductee* 
Classified as 


"Good Soldiers" by • 


Training Leader 


Camp Ellis. 111., March 9—(AP) 


—Music with meals periodically 
brightens the routine for "work or 
tight" inductees training at Camp 
Ellis. 


It's an idea initiated by the 


camp commander, Col. John S. 
Sullivan, a year ago. long1 before 
the "work or"flghlers" arrived at 
the remote camp, 55 miles south- 
west of Peoria. The colonel direct- 
ed that the camp band split Into 
lour or five piece units and make 
the rounds of enlisted men's mess 
halls, playing: usually during the 
noon mess. 


When the first "work or fight" 


men arrived. five weeks ago he 
said they, too. should have the 
enjoyment of the occasional music. 
When newsmen loured the camp 
to se<5 the new training program 
a five-piece negro swing combina- 
tion put on a veritable jam ses- 
sion in one mess hall where "work 
or fighters" had chow. 


There are only 164 of these men 


in camp no\v, with more arriving 
daily and a training: cadre of 235 
officers and 600 enlisted men set 
up to handle 5000-inductees in two 
regiments. This is the only camp 
in the nation handling- physically 
deficient "work or fighters." 


These trainees are under 38, do 


not meet physical standards for 
general military service and were 
inducted by their local selective 
boards under the Byrnes "work or 
fight" order because they either 
left or were not In essential jobs. 


Classed as "Soldiers" 


As far as the Army is concern- 


ed, however, they are "soldiers 
like any other man in uniform," 
said Colonel Sullivan and Maj. 
Gen. Russel B. Reynolds, com- 
manding the Sixth Service Com- 
mand. 


One trainee interviewed by the 


newsmen, Pvt. Lester Lax, 32, 
single, a railroad fireman from 
Louisville, Ky., said he was 4-F 
because .of .a lung condition but 
since he WAS inducted under the 
"work or fight" program and ar- 
rived here the Army medics have 
told him this condition has cleared 
up. 


"I'll be classified for general 


service and I'll go to Fort Sher- 
idan pretty quick," he said. "Then 
I'll try.to get in a railroad bat- 
talion." 


While the newsmen watched the 


inductees flopped in the snow and 
mud in extended order drill, pitch- 
ed tents, squatted and grunted and 
did push-ups in physical condition- 
ing: work, fired rifles on the range, 
laced right, left and about in close 
order drill and marched smartly, 
considering their greenness, at re- 
treat. And most of them took it 
all with a grin. 


"Their attitude and desire to 


learn how to be a soldier is better 
than the average ordinary induc- 
tee." said Col. Joseph E. Torrcnce, 
director of training. 


"They're Good Soldier*" 


A marksmanship instructor of- 


:ered a $3 prize to any of the 
first eight men completing the 
four weeks' training who qualified 
as a marksman. It cost the offi- 
cer $24 because all eight quali- 
fied, two as experts. 


Each man, during the first 10
